Global Suggestion List Offers a way to complete and populate ad- 
dresses with minimal data, and can make 
suggestions for possible matches. Is ideal for 
use in call center and other transactional en- 
vironments to cleanse and standardize data 
at the point of entry. 


Match Matches data based on user-defined busi- 
ness rules. 


USA Regulatory Address Cleanse Identifies, parses, validates, and cor- 
rects USA address data according to the 
USA Coding Accuracy Support System 
(CASS). Outputs many useful codes and cre- 
ates USPS Form 3553. Can also run in non- 
certified mode. 


TransformData Mask Masks out personal identifiable information 
in your databases, such as social security 
numbers, bank account numbers, salary, and 
income information. 


User Defined Provides custom processing in a data flow 
using full Python scripting language. User- 
Defined transforms should only be used for 
those tasks that cannot be accomplished 
with other transforms or with the Data Serv- 
ices scripting language in the Query trans- 
form. 


Note: 

The User—Defined transform 
lacks scalability and perform- 
ance compared to other trans- 
forms and Data Services script- 
ing language in the Query trans- 
form. Use the User-Defined 
transform for functions that ex- 
tend beyond these tasks. 





Using Transform Configurations 


Transform configurations are customized versions of base Data Quality transforms. They use 
preconfigured input fields, output fields, and options that include best practices and can be 
used in multiple data flows. Once you place an instance of the transform configuration in a 
data flow, you can override the preset defaults. You can also create your own transform 
configurations, either by replicating an existing transform configuration or creating a new one 
from scratch. 
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
